Mr. Chairman,  Mrs. Harvey  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report.  It  also 
includes  the  Report  of  the  Siurveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  town  of  Desborough  are  entirely 
satisfactory;  details  are  principally  enumerated  on  pages  (7-13), 


A review  of  the  figures  showsthat  the  population  of  the  Urban 
District  has  increased  by  about  500  persons  over  the  last  five  years  and 
now  stands  at  approximately  5,000. 

The  number  of  Live  Births  occurring  during  the  year  was  90,  It  is  the 
highest  number  I have  recorded  for  q single  year.  The  Crude  Birth  Rate  is 
approximately  18  per  1 ,000  population  and  the  Corrected  or  Adjusted  Rate 
is  23.  These  figures  are  virtually  the  same  as  those  given  in  I96S.  The 
method  of  standardisation  of  the  Birth  Rate  employed  is  explained  on  page  13  • 

The  statistics  relating  to  mortality  remain  virtually  static.  There 
is  no  departure  from  the  ordinary  pattern  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
Members  should  be  drai-ni. 

Cremation  has  been  employed  for  disposal  of  the  dead  in  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  deaths  that  have  occurred  during  the  year, 

I desire  particularly  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Members  to  the 
project  directed  towards  the  extermination  of  rats  in  the  County  which  is 
fully  described  on  page  s (l  7-1 9). 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  previous  years  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  Refuse  Disposal  Tip  in  a satisfactorily  hygienic  state,  I wish  to 
congratiilate  Members  on  the  solution  that  has  now  been  found  to  this 
problem  and  to  say  that  I welcome  vri.th  enthusiasm  the  administrative 
measijres  that  have  been  adopted  to  deal  with  the  matter. 


A curious  incidence  of  infestation  with  Cimex  lectularius,  is  mentioned 
in  Section  C.  This  type  of  infestation  is  quite  unusual  at  the  present  time. 
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In  addition  to  the  Birth  Statistics  given  at  the  beginning  of  this 
letter,  the  progressive  development  of  the  town  is  shown  also  by  the  amount 
of  house  building  that  has  taken  place  during  the  year.  Forty-four  dwellings 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  1969  and  twenty  houses  were 
completed  by  the  Council  in  the  same  time.  In  addition,  at  the  close  of 
the  year  twenty- three  houses  were  under  construction. 

In  the  matter  of  Meat  Inspection,  one  can  say  that  all  animals 
slaughtered  v/ere  thoroughly  examined  and  the  rate  of  one  hundred  per  cent 
inspection,  mentioned  in  previous  years,  was  maintained  in  1969.  One 
matter  for  concern  is  the  increase  during  recent  years  in  the  number  of 
livers,  both  cattle  and  sheep,  which  have  been  affected  by  the  Liver  Fluke, 

I have  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  very  wet  Summers  that  we  have 
experienced. 

Following  a discussion  with  one  of  the  local  doctors,  I arranged  for 
a thorough  inspection  of  factor^wr  in  the  town  by  H.M.District 

Inspector  of  Factories,  in  December,  I am  pleased  to  record  that  the 
Inspector  reported  favourably  on  these  premises, 

A large  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  tovm  during 
December.  This  high  incidence  of  Influenza  v/as  part  of  a nation-wide 
epidemic  and  a significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  for  the  time 
of  the  year  v/as  observed  in  the  week  before  Christmas.  The  peak  v/as 
reached  in  the  first  v;eek  of  the  New  Year  and  the  incidence  gradually 
subsided  thereafter. 

The  usual  symptoms  of  the  illness  v/eres-  fever,  cough,  headache, 
lethargy  and  aching  of  the  back  and  legs  and  its  duration  v/as  commonly 
three  days. 

The  causative  organism  of  the  Influenza  epidemic  has  been  isolated 
and  is  described  as  Virus  ii2/HK/68, 

My  thanks  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  are  due  to  the 
Member^,  and  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  to  Mr .Holdsworth  and  Miss  Langley 
v/ho  ha|»«  also  been  concerned  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr. J.V.L.Farquhar  of  Kettering,  who  has 
abstracted  the  official  statistics  relating  to  cremations,

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POFULin'ION>  The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population  (1969)  was  4^930  that  is  270  more  than  the  mid-year 
estimate  for  1963.  The  figure  represents  an  increase  of  425  in 
the  census  figure  (4>555)  of  April,  1961. 

2.  BIRTHS.  There  were  90  live  births  in  1969,  that  is  4 more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  13.1  per  1,000 
head  of  population.  This  rate,  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the 
age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate 
of  23.3.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected  birth  rate  is  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a fig\ire  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor,  The  factor  for  Desborough  is  1,29.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  23.3  for  1969  compares  with  the  rate  of  23.5  for  1968  and  the 
provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  1 6.3  per  1,000 
head  of  population, 

3.  DEATHS.  There  were  57  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1969,  that  is  1 
more  than  in  1963,  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  11,4  and  an  adjusted 
rate  of  9.9  per  1 ,000  head  of  population.  The  Comparability  Factor 
in  this  case  for  Desborough  is  0,37.  The  provisional  crude  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.9. 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD.  Of  the  57  deaths  during  the  year,  51  bodies 
were  disposed  of  by  cremation  at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium, 
giving  a percentage  of  89.5. 

5.  INFANTILE  lORTALITY.  There  was  one  death  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  this  gives  an  Infant  Nfortality  Rate  of  11.1,  There  were  no 
Neonatal  Deaths,  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  Neonatal  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  were  18,0  and  12.0  respectively.  The  cause  of

GENERAL  PBO VISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to 
infectious  diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District, 
for  which  services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The -pr.ep.ent  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health 
and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services 
\inder  Part  III  of  the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act, 

Liaison  betv;een  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a 
School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases.  Eight  faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  1969. 

Ai'IBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  assisted  by  the  St. 

John  Ambulance  Brigade, 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES.  ■ . . 

These  include  District  Nurses,  Mid^/ives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is 
proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries 
dijring  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to 
remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

CHILD  VJELFARE  CENTRE. 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  in  every  month  at 
The  Clinic,  39  Station  Road.  These  clinics  are  busy  and  their  popularity 
is  largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  dedicated  work  of  the  Voluntary 
Committee.  A ^iedical  Officer  attends  both  of  these  sessions.  In  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  DepartmiOnt  a clinic  which  provides 
facilities  for  the  teaching  of  parentcraft  and  relaxation  to  expectant 
mothers,  is  held  on  each  lionday  afternoon  at  2 p.m.  at  The  Clinic. 

Welfare  Foods,  (National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  &c. ) 
are  distributed  at  The  Clinic  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  afternoons  from 
2 p.m.  to  4 p.ni. 

IMmUSATIOiJ  AIO  VACCINATION. 

Iminunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Tetanus  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either 
from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age 
groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G,  vaccination  to  protect  against 
Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service, 
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A vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is 'noW' 
available  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health 
Department,  a campaign  for  the  control  of  and,  it  is  hoped,  -altimate 
eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968, 

TREATMENT  CEHTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

(a)  Chest  Clinic  - Out-patient  Department,  General  Hospital, 

Kettering  - Friday  9 a.m,  2nd  & 4th  Monday 
in  the  month  at  1 30  p.m, 

(b)  Venereal  Diseases  - Out-patient  Department,  General  Hospital, 

Kettering4  Tuesday  - Females  4 30  - 5 30  p.m. 

Males  5 30  - 6 30  p.m, 

Cli.nics  are  held  weekly  and  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

GERIATRIC  CLINIC. 

This  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  a local  General  Practitioner, 
was  commenced  in  September,  1966,  and  the  following  details  have  been 
supplied  by  him. 

The  clinic  is  held  once  monthly  at  the  Welfare  Clinic  in  Station 
Road,  Des borough.  The  patients  attending  are  selected  by  the  Doctor 
from  his  National  Health  Service  List  and  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and 
consist  mainly  of  old  people  with  chronic  diseases  who  live  alone. 

Many  of  the  patients  have  been  in  the  care  of  the  Geriatric  Department 
at  St. Mary’s  Hospital,  Kettering.  The  average  attendance  is  about 
sixteen. 

Each  new  patient  is  given  a physical  check  - blood  pressure, 
urine  test,  rough  eye  test  and  haemoglobin  estimation.  Further 
investigation  is  made  where  necessary. 

All  patients  attending  need  transport  and  this  is  provided  by  a 
mini -bus  hired  from  a local  g^-rage,  and  paid  for  by  a grant  from  the 
I'iorthamptonshire  County  Council.  A voluntary  worker  travels  with  the 
bus. 

The  Doctor  is  assisted  at  the  Clinic  by  a Health  Visitor  and 
a District  Nurse  who  deal  v?ith  any  social  problems,  financial  help 
&c.  and  assist  the  Doctor  in  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the 
patients.  A cup  of  tea  is  provided  and  some  simple  health  education 
is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

These  clinics  are  suceessful  in  the  view  of  the  Doctor  who 
conducts  then  and  they  ease  the  load  of  Geriatric  visiting  which 
is  considerable  in  this  area. 
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TOWN  WELFABE  COM-IIT'IEE. 


Tills  voluntary  conmittee  aims  at  the  relief  of  the  aged,  sick  and 
needy  in  the  Town.  700  home  and  hospital  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
and  in  each  of  these  cases  a cash  present  was  given. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  mentioned  in  the  next  Section,  received 
a grant  of  £25  from  this  Committee. 

A grant  of  £20  was  made  towards  the  Chiropody  Service;  20  clinics  were 
held  and  500  treatments  were  given  at  these  clinics  or  at  the  patientfe  home. 

400  Christmas  parcels  were  given  to  the  elderly  people  of  Desborough. 
>EALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE. 

Thirty-six  meals  have  been  served  tvdce  a week  and  the  total  number 
of  meals  served  in  1969  was  3,752.  The  Service  is  administered  by  the 
W.R.V.S.  and  is  partially  subsidised  by  the  Town  Welfare  Committee, 

WOMEN'S  ROIAL  VOLUIICARY  SERVICE. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  in  the  last  paragraph,  the  W.R.V.S. 
continue  to  administer  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  It  is  mainly  used  in 
taking  patients  to  and  from  Occupational  Therapy  Sessions* 

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE. 

Due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases,  the  activities 
of  this  Committee  have  been  extended  to  the  care  of  Chronic  Heart  cases* 
Monetary  grants  and  gifts  of  goods  have  been  made  during  the  year.  There 
are  17  patients  on  the  visiting  list.  Each  patient  is  visited  by  a Committee 
Member  at  least  once  a month. 

NATIONilL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948  and  1 951  .-Section  47. 

These  Acts  empower  Local  Authorities  to  require  compulsory  admission 
to  hospital  in  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

On  October  9th  I applied  for,  and  was  granted,  an  Order  by  a Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  the  urgent  admission  to  hospital  of  a patient  aged  81  years 
residing  at  Dunkirk  Avenue,  who  had  refused  to  enter  hospital  on  the  advice 
of  her  General  Practitioner.  The  patient  was  admitted  to  St.I'iary's  Hospital, 
Kettering.  I regret  to  record  that  her  death  occurred  on  October  24th, 

I was  consulted  about  three  other  cases  of  a similar  t,ype,  by  local 
Doctors.  Two  of  these  have  since  been  persuaded  to  enter  County  Welfare 
residential  accommodation  voluntarily  and  in  the  third  case,  I vjas  able 
to  arrange  for  supporting  domestic  help  and  home  assistance  to  enable 
the  patient  to  be  cared  for  in  her  own  home.

SECTION  C 

SMITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has  maintained  a good  supply  of 
water  both  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  supply  were  made  by  the  Board  weekly  and  the  results 
were  very  satisfactory. 

There  are  1,990  dwelling  houses  in  the  Area  and  with  the  exception 
of  eight  houses,  which  are  served  by  standpipes,  the  whole  of  the  dwellings 
have  an  internal  water  supply. 

FLUORIDE  CONTENT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  contains  0.25  parts  of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine 
per  million  parts  of  water, 

SEa' AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Works  are  now  in  a satisfactory  state, 

RATS  All)  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT . 

The  house  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  have  been  treated  during 
the  year  at  intervals.  Both  sites  have  been  kept  free  of  rats.  10^  of  the 
sewer  meuiholes  in  the  District  have  been  treated,  all  with  negative  results. 

NORTHAI-IPTONSHIRE  RAT  CONTROL  COMMITTEE. 

At  a meeting  held  in  Kettering  on  24th  April,  1969,  chaired  by  Mr, 

J.T .Shuttleworth,  Chairman  of  Kettering  Rural  District  Council,  and 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  National  Farmers’  Union,  Officers  and 
1-iembers  of  Local  Authorities  and  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  it  was  decided  to  set  up  a Steering  Committee  to 
guide  a full-scale  rat  baiting  campaign  to  commence  in  the  County  on 
24th  November,  1969. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  appointed  to  sit  on  this  Committee 
and  the  Campaign,  v;hich  also  included  Leicester  and  Rutland,  was  launched 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

V/idespread  instruction  by  means  of  suitable  publicity  and  demonstrations 
was  given  by  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 

The  project  was  supported  with  enthusiasm  by  many  farmers. 
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Results  of  Hat  Baiting  on  Farms  following  24th  November.  1969.  Field 
Staff  of  the  Ministry  have  made  enquiries  at  538  farms  in  the  three 
counties.  This  was  about  7-g-  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  holdings.  Of 
these  holdings,  476  had  taken  control  action  at  or  around  24th  November, 
1969,  and  of  the  112  who  had  not  taken  control  action,  53  had  no  rats  on 
the  premises.  The  balance  of  59  represented  10  per  cent  of  total  farmers 
who  did  not  take  any  action,  353  holdings  were  able  to  provide  details 
of  bait  used  and  this  totalled  96  cwts,  401b,  averaging  30|lb,  per 
holding. 

It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  only  83  farmers  had  taken  control 
action  in  hedgerows.  Ministry  Field  Staff  have  reported  several  such 
infestations  during  their  normal  farm  visits. 

Permanent  baiting  was  again  somewhat  disappointing;  249  farmers 
reported  that  they  had  carried  out  some  form  of  permanent  baiting  but  this 
did  not  include  baiting  hedgerows  in  many  instances. 

At  subsequent  meetings  technical  papers  on  various  subjects  were 
presented  by  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  and  included  one  entitled 
"Rat  Borne  Infections"  presented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a 
summary  of  which  is  given  here, 

"RAT  BORNE  INFECTIONS"  bv  F,R,N, Lynch,  M,B,.  B,Ch..  B.A,0,.  D,P.H, 

The  speaker  began  by  saying  that  the  rat  we  were  considering  was 
Rattus  Norvegicus,  or  the  Brown  Rat  which  superseded  the  small  Black, 
Rattus  Rattus,  in  this  country  during  the  18th  Century, 

The  Black  Rat  had  been  responsible  for  the  great  plagues  of  the 
Middle  Ages  e,g,  the  Black  Death  of  the  14th  Century  and  the  Plague  of 

1 665 , 

Rattus  Norvegicus  was  responsible  for  the  spread  of  many  diseases 
e.g.  Rat-bite  Fevers,  Trichinosis,  Haemorrhagic  Jaundice  and  Salmonellosis 
in  human  epidemiology  and  Equine  Influenza  and  possibly  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  in  veterinary  medicine. 

He  said  he  wished  to  deal  with  only  two  of  these  conditions, 
Salmonellosis  (Food  Poisoning)  and  Weil's  Disease  or  Haemorrhagic 
Jaundice. 

As  ia  the  case  >d.th  Bubonic  Plague  and  the  Black  Rat,  these  two 
diseases  were  first  of  all  epizootic  in  the  Brown  Rat  before  being 
communicated  to  the  human  population. 
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"RAT  BORIIE  II'jFECTlQNS"  bv  F.R.N. Lynch,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O.^  D.P.H,  Contd 


The  genus  Salraonellae,  named  after  the  American  Bacteriologist, 

Salmon  contained  about  400  species.  Some  bore  people’s  names  as  S. Thompson, 
some  the  names  of  places  as  S. Dublin,  and  some  names  of  diseases  with 
which  they  were  associated  e.g.  S . typhimur ium  and  S.enteritidis,  The  last 
two  were  very  frequently  associated  with  rats. 

The  source  of  infection  in  man  was  usually  of  animl  origin  e.g,  the 
droppings  of  infected  rodents  which  could  in  turn  infect  food  of  man  or 
food  animals  used  by  man  so  that  cattle  and  other  livestock,  including 
ducks  and  turkeys  could  be  infected  in  this  way. 

The  stools  of  patients  and  convalescent  carriers  were  also  sources 
of  infection.  Duck  eggs  were  often  implicated,  infection  entering  the 
shell  during  its  formation  in  the  oviduct. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  say  that  the  role  of  the  rat  in  the  dj.ssemination 
of  Salmonella  was  very  clearly  established.  It  was  a most  important  cause 
of  the  spread  of  this  condition.  Nearly  10,000  cases  of  human  salmonella 
infection  were  notified  in  England  and  Wales  in  1968.  The  disease  would 
spread  rapidly  through  a community,  particularly  when  hygiene  was  not 
perfect,  and  the  Medical  Officer  must  by  law  prohibit  persons  engaged 
in  the  food  trade  from  carrying  on  their  business  if  they  get  the  disease. 

The  reason  for  this  was  that  the  stools  of  patients  were  also  sources 
of  irxfection.  Food  poisoning  salmonellae  multiplies  rapidly  in  food. 

As  for  the  disease  itself,  the  onset  was  acute  generally  with 
diarrhoea,  abdominal  cramps,  fever,  vomiting,  and  prostration. 

Contaminated  meat  could  be  derived  from  an  animal  infected  during 
its  life  or  it  might  come  from  a healthy  animal  and  be  contaminated  in 
the  course  of  preparation.  Milk  might  be  infected  from  an  infected  udder 
or  from  infected  dung. 

At  the  present  time,  although  a large  number  of  cases  of  the  disease 
occ'urred  in  a year,  it  was  not  often  the  cause  of  death  and  in  the  series' 
quoted,  only  20  - 25  cases  proved  fatal. 

A doz  en  or  so  Veterinary  Bacteriological  Reports  concerning  the 
isolation  of  salmonellae  in  animals  used  for  human  food  were  read, 

A case  report  describing  direct  infection  of  a farmer  with 
salmonellosis  communicated  from  a rat  was  read, 

A case  report  concerning  the  occurrence  of  Weil’s  Disease,  in  a young 
man  of  28  years  old,  in  November,  1969  was  read.  About  50  cases  were 
notified  in  a year  and  of  these,  half  were  fatal.  The  mode  of  transmission 
was  the  infected  urine  of  a rat  entering  a skin  abrasion  or  cut  in  a human. 
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DESTRUCTION  OF  OTHER  PESTS.  In  mid-August,  I examined  four  school 
children  in  Desborough  all  of  whom  showed  the  effects  of  Wall-bug 
infestation  (i.e,  Gimex  Lectularius ) to  a greater  or  lesser  degree, 

I visited  the  home  and  confirmed  that  a heavy  infestation  was  present. 

This  type  of  infestation  is  unusual  at  the  present  day  and  requires 
a special  kind  of  treatment.  Arrangements  were  accordingly  made  for  a 
thorough  disinfestation  of  the  house, 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL.  Difficulty  is  still  being 
experienced  in  maintaining  the  tip  in  a satisfactory  state  due  to 
indiscriminate  tipping  by  contractors  and  others.  An  agreement  has  now 
been  made,  with  a neighbouring  Authority,  which  will  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a tip  attendant, 

FACTORIES  ACT.  1961.  Forty-two  inspections  of  factories  were  made. 

The  toatl  number  of  outworkers  in  September,  1969  was  2,  all  engaged  in 
the  making  of  wearing  apparel. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act, 

1 961  are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report, 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AM)  RAILWAY  PREIilSES  ACT.  1963,  Seventy-five  general 
inspections  were  made  of  registered  premises  during  the  year, 

POULTRY  FARM  INSPECTION.  In  August  I inspected  a Poultry  Farm  at 
Harrington  Road  which  I have  kept  under  surveillance  for  some  years. 

Since  my  last  visit,  the  Deep  Litter  System  had  been  removed  and  a 
concrete  floor  laid  over  the  v;hole  interior  of  the  Northern  end  of 
the  building  which  is  now  used  as  a Rearing  House,  The  stock  in  this 
house  at  present  consists  of  6OO  Leghorns  and  500  Rhode  Island  Red. 

The  Southern  part  of  the  building  contains  the  Battery  House 
(containing  about  4,000  birds). 

Correct  and  sufficient  arrangements  are  made  for  hygienic  conduct 
of  this  business.  The  buildings  are  clean  and  there  is  adequate  provision 
made  for  keeping  them  clean. 

The  Poultry  Farm  business  conducted  at  these  premises  is  a 
legitimate  business  that  is  properly  supervised.

PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  QVER„  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Eight  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 
The  notifications  received  v/ere  as  follov/s”-  three  cases  of  Measles,  two 
cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis,  two  cases  of  Salmonella  and  one  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever, 


MEASLES 

Three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  16  notifications  in  1968.  The 
cases  notified  tended  to  be  mild  in  character  and  there  viere  no  fatalities, 

DIPHTHERIA.  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Triple 
Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the 
County  Health  Department's  bi-monthly  clinics  at  Station  Road, 

POLIOMYELITIS 

This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation 
in  infancy.  This  is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County 
Health  Department 's  Clinics,  No  cases  occurred. 

GASTRO-INIESTINAL  DISEASES 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Gastro-Intestinal  diseases  due  to  Dysenteric 
organisms.  Two  cases  of  Salmonellosis  (Salmonella  Panama),  were  notified  in 
a father  and  son  in  December. 

liJECTIOUS  HEPATITIS 

Two  cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  were  notified,  one  case  was  treated 
in  hospital, 

SCARLET  FE^'ER 

One  case  occurred  in  a four -year  old  boy, 

SILHaLPOX 

There  were  no  cases.  Six  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  were 
authenticated  by  me  in  order  to  comply  with  the  International  Sanitary 
Regulations  for  people  who  were  travelling  abroad,,  and  twenty-three  by  the  Clerk. 

LEPROSY

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS.  1925 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  the  year, 

INFLUENZA 

A large  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  town  during 
December.  This  high  incidence  of  Influenza  was  part  of  a nation-wide 
epidemic  and  a significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  for  the 
time  of  the  year  was  observed  in  the  week  before  Chirstmas-.  The 
peak  was  reached  in  the  first  week  of  the  New  Year  and  the  incidence 
gradually  subsided. 

The  usual  symptoms  of  the  illness  were:-  fever,  cough,  headache, 
lethargy  and  aching  of  the  back  and  legs,  and  its... duration  was  commonly 
three  days.  ’ 

The  causative  organism  of  the  Influenza  epidemic  has  been  isolated 
and  is  described  as  Virus  A2/HK/68,
